On 
various desks in the navy department 
today are bids from shipowners of .1l 
nationalities, and invariably the ..in- 
erican figure is so high that the navy 
department could not accept it without 
laying itself open to severe criticism. 


For example, bids have been asked 
for the transportation of coal to vari- 
ous points in the Pacitic ocean. Brit- 


ish, Norwegian, German and other lines 
offer a rate of $4.25 a ton or a_ little 
more. The lowest rate of any Amer 


ican steamship company is $7.25. ‘To 
with an American concern for, 
say, a 9000-ton cargo, would be to make 
a bold present of $27,000 to the Amer 
ican line. 

Not only would such a contract prac- 
tically constitute a ship subsidy, against 
which a very large element of the tax 
paying community woulg but it 
would be a violation Of the simplest 
of business principles. In the view of 
the navy department such a contract 
would be indefensible before the coun 
try. President Roosevelt and other ex- 
ecutive officers of the government recog 
nize the desirability of favoring the 
American merchant marine, aud would 
be glad if they could learn of any legiti 
mate way in which to do so, 

The situation is a delicate one. The 
enemies of ship subsidy, or even of an 
extension of the present limited sys 
tem of postal subsdy, were powerful 
enough in the last congress to prevent 
the passage of the bill which Postmaster 
eneral Meyer urged in the interest of 
vur foreign trade. The deciding votes 
over a measure like this come from the 
interior states, which are represented 
by men who, while strong protection- 
ists as far as the customs tariff is con- 
cerned, show a reluctancy to extend the 
benefits of that system to the sea. No 
presentation of facts has yet been able 
to overcome the objections of con 
gressmen of this class, although the 
ocean mail bill came nearer success lust 
year than ever before. 

The very inability of American lines 
to meet the competition of foreign ones, 
figuring as closely as they can, is in {t- 
self an obstacle to governmental aid.

‘yhe move vitally affects many no- 
license towns in Massachusetts, which 
have been .supplied by wholesalers 
from Providence under the interstate 
commerce laws that Massachusetts 
laws have been powerless to oppose. 

More than any other city in Massa- 
chusetts .Worcester is attected, for 
many of the wholesalers had agen- 
cies there, operating under the federal 
laws and Massachusetts express char- 
ters. To aid Worcester in its effort 
to keep liquor out of its confines, the 
commissioners have taken the licenses 
away from all those firms that sold 
goods there.

No such liquor crusade has ever 
before been inaugurated in Provi- 
dence and the city is stirred to its ;

acted under the law passed at the 
January session of the Legislature, 
which limited the number of li- 
censes to one in every 500 of the pop- 
ulation. 

All of the larger department stores 
had wine departments, where liquors 
were sold in packages. For the best 
interests of the city the commission- 
ers decided that these stores could 
very well dispense with these de- 
partments, and notice was, therefore, 
served on them that they must elim- 
inate them. 

Whether complaint was made from 
Worcester or whether aid was se- 
cretly asked for Worcester in its no- 
license battle, is not known, but it 
is generally believed here that the 
Worcester cold water advocates con- 
ferred with the Providence officials 
and secured their assistance. At any 
rate, when the list of those who lose 
their licenses was announced today 
it contained the name of every firm 
that has attempted to do an inter- 
state business. 

Providence began nearly two years 
ago to shake off the name it had 
borne for so many years as a “wide- 
open” town, and when the law was 
passed it was expected that some 
such action as has been taken today 
would be taken, but it was not known 
when the commissioners would act 
or against whom. Some of the larg- 
est firms in the city are affected and 
will be compelled to close immedi- 
ately.

Kequests for tickets came from far 
and wide, but owing to lack of room 
the number of tickets issued was 
limited to five hundred.

Carriages 
were immediately taken for The Ven- 
dome where breakfast was served. 

At 10.15 a special train left Boston 
for the shipyard. This train was run 
to East Braintree from which point 
it was taken over the private track of 
the Fore River Co, to the yard, land- 
ing the party within a few feet of the 
launching stand, As the train 
to a stop, Gov. John Burke of North 
Dakota, and his staff, resplendent in 
gold lace, stepped from the train and 
were met by President Bowles of the 
Fore River Co. Gov.

So, you see, this occasion is one of 
double significance. May the future 
of this ship be as successful as her 
history up to this point. May she ever 
bring honor and credit to the govern- 
ment she represents, to the state for 
whom she is named, for the Common- 
wealth wherein she was built and 
launched ,to this historic city by the 
sea and—may she never strike her 
flag! 

The launching of a vessel of the 
size of the North Dakota is a difficult 
job, as great care must be exercised 
in order to prevent her grounding on 
the opposite shore. Her momentum 
as she goes down the ways is some- 
thing teriffic. To prevent any occur- 
ance of this kind a hugh barn door 
was built across her stern. This 
served as a break water and checked 
her speed considerably. In addition 
to this four 2 1-2 inch steel chains 
were used. These chains were 
caught up every few feet im a 
loop, or as they are called “stops.” 
There were fifty single and one 
double stop on each chain. These 
stops were made of 8 1-2 inch manila 
hawser cut into lengths of 18 feet 6 
inches each. This required nearly 
5000 feet of hawser, and 600 fathoms 
of chain. As the vessel slid down the 
ways these stops broke, each serving 
to check her speed. 

The launching weight of the North 
Dakota was 9,000 tons. Four tons of 
grease were used on the ways. 

Immediately after the lunch the 
special train left for Boston with the 
official ‘party. 


Timely Discovery 
And a Good Stop 


The alarm from Box 121 at 10.35 
Monday night was for a fire in the 
new house of Joseph C. Morse on 
Presidents hill, and but for its time- 
ly discovery would have resulted 
seriously. 

The fire was in the front hall, and 
appearances indicated that it had 
started from spontaneous combustion 
among some paint rags. 

It was discovered by Clarence Bur- 
gin who resides in a _ neighboring 
house. Mr. Burgin had disrobed and 
was about to jump into bed when he 
saw the fire. Rushing to the tele- 
phone he called up the central fire 
station, then hastily dressing he ran 
to the box and pulled in the alarm. 

The Central station apparatus had 
started on the still alarm and was 
just turning into Dimmick street when 
the bell alarm sounded, having made 
remarkably quick time. 

When the department arrived they 
found the fire to be in the wall near 
the stairway leading from the hall 
to the second floor. A chemical 
stream was carried through the win- 
dow, and brought to play on the fire. 
It was necessaryshowever to cut away 
some of the plastering to get at the 
fire. Prompt work prevented the fire 
spreading much. 

Some idea of the heat of the fire 
can be gained when it is said that 
the woodwork about the outer door, 
some feet from the fire, was so hot 
you could not place a hand on it. 

The fire was confined to a space near 
the foot of the stairs. The damage 
will not exceed $100. The house was 
practically completed and Mr. Morse 
expected to occupy it in a few days.

He had an academic education, studied 
law, practiced in Columbia, Tenn., and 
was a member of the legislature of 1884. 
Ile was a member of congress from 
ISNT to 1901. He served with distinc- 
tion in the United States senate for six 
years, being defeated for re-election in 
the primary a little over a year ago by 
Robert Taylor. Carmack then resuined 
the practice of law in Memphis, which 
was then his home, but within a few 
mouths removed to Nashville. 

Last spring he opposed Governor 
Patterson for the Democratie guberna- 
torial nomination, but defeated. 
Shortly after his defeat Carmack ac- 
cepted the editorship of the Nashville 
Tennesseean, and for the last two 
months had been at the helm of that 
newspaper. 

Senator Carmack’s newspaper career 
began in 1886 as a member of the edi- 
torial staff of the Nashville American. 
He founded the Nashville Democrat 
and later was editor of The Commercial 
Appeal. He was married in April, 1890, 
to Miss Elizabeth C. Dunnington.

What “Bud Brier” of the Globs says 
of the Quincy launching this week 
will be endorsed by the people of the 
city in general: 

“The launching of the battleship 
North Dakota Tuesday was witnessed 
by at least 25,000 persons, most of 
whom were residents of Quincy or con- 


nected in some way with the Fore 
River shipbuilding company. The 
employment of 3000 to 4000 persons 


by the company, according to the 
work in hand, means a great deal for 
Quincy and Massachusetts, and every 
encouragement should be given to this 


great enterprise on our Massachu- 
Setts coast. A regular town has 
sprung up around the Fore River 


works, and it is really wonderful how 

much has been accomplished in a 

few vears. 
“When it is 


considered that the 


largest of our battleships is being 
built in Massachusetts by Massachu- 
setts capital, with the son of editor 


Samuel Bowles of Springfield in 
charge of the undertaking, it should 
be a matter of state pride on the part 
of Massachusetts people.

HEAR THE LABRADOR COAST 


Half-Cas'e Esk mo Who Commanded 
a Schoo er Cred ted With Having 
Located Grave Marked by Simple 
Wooden Cross**Various Rumors 
of Fi:ding Relics of North Pole 


Expedition o 1897 Never Confirmed 
Nov. 12.—Beneath a 
simple wooden cross, not fur from the 
Labrador coust, the body of Professor 
S. A. Andree, who in 1807 made an at 


tempt to reach the North Vole in a bal 


Copenhagen, 


loon, is believed to have been discov- 


ered. 

The single name “Andree” crudely 
carved upon the cross turuisbes the sole 
clue to the final resting place of the in- 
trepid Arctic explore: Buried with 
the body was also fuund a box of docu- 
ments, the nature of which, however, 
has not yet been uscertained. 

Captain Chalker, skipper of the 
schooner Pilot of Brigue, of Conception 
Bay, N. F., with making 
the important discovery, the news of 
which was contained in a letter received 
here from the cuptain of the Danish 
steamer Inga, dated Labrador, Sept. 50. 
- The letter from the captain of the 
Inga was sent from Indian Side, Labra- 
dor, and that states that the schooner 
Pilot of Brigue arrived there from Cape 
Mugford, northern Labrador. 

Captain Chaiker reported that he 
went inland at that place and, about a 
quarter of a mile from shore, came up- 
on a simple wooden cross, on which 
was inscribed the “Andree” or 
“Andre.”

The Eskimos saw the balloon alight on 
a plain of snow and three men emerge 
from ft. The natives approached, and 
as they did so one of Andree’s compan- 
ions fired off a gun. This was regarded 
as a challenge, and almost instantly the 
natives, according to this story, fell

Wines and other

The session enlivened by a 
but sood-natured, colloquy be- 
tween Percy ‘Tl. Morgan, representing 
the wine interests of Cali- 
fornia, Representative Boutell of 
Illinois. Morgan was telling the com- 
mittee why the regulations of the Ding- 
ley tariff covering the importation of 
still wines should also apply to those 
Wines imported from countries with 
which the United States has reciprocity 
treaties. Addressing Boutell, Morgan 
said: 

“My contention is that wines can be 
Imported under the present reciprocity 
arrangements up to 24 percent, which 
is 4S proof, while the whisky you your- 
self drink is only 85 proof.” 

“The whisky I drink isn’t any proof,” 
was Bonutell’s quick rejoiner. 

“You may take occasionally 
for medicinal purposes,” said Morgan. 
“T never take any,” replied Boutell. 

Mr. Morgan claimed that under the 
present reciprocity treaties with the 
principal wine produc ing countgies alco- 
hol diluted with wine could be import- 


ent

ed instead of wine diluted with alcohol. 


“In any revision of the tariff on wines 
there should be re-established a differ- 
ential wines containing only 
alcohol preduced by natural fermenta- 
tion and those which have been fortl-

Champ Clark, prominently spoken of 
as the successor of John S. Williams as 
minority leader on the floor of the 
house, was present for the first time at 
the hearings as a member of the com- 
mittee. 

W. E. Hildreth of New York, a cham- 
pagne expert, declared that the cost of 
making American wines was much 
greater than was that of producing 
French wines and champagnes. He was 
telling the committee that Americans 
only pay for the French labels, when 
Clark remarked: “There are not a 
thousand men in the United States who, 
after they have had three drinks, can 
tell what they are drinking.” 

L. J. Vance of New York, secretary 
of the American Wine Growers’ asso- 
ciation, furnished the committee with 
much information with regard to the 
gelling prices and cost of production of 
wines in European countries. He de- 
clared that the reciprocity treaties gave 
the importers of foreign champagnes a 
reduction of $2 per case in the duty 
and that importers use the $2 
thus saved for the purpose of advertis-

ing and keeping a trade which the 
American winemakers possibly could 


get if they had a similar amount to 
spend for that purpose. 

He also asked for an increase of the 
duties on mineral waters to meet the 
high tariffs of foreign countries. He 
declared that France practically pro- 
hibits the mportation of American wa- 
ters 

C. H. King and J. H. Wheeler of New 
York argued for a decrease in the du- 
ties on ale, porter and beer, and de- 
elared that as a result imported ale and 
stout would be cheaper to the con- 
sumer.

ThirtyeSeven Dead and Fate of Three 
Hundred Yet Unknown 
Hamm, Westphalia, Nov. 13 —Th. 
greatest mine disaster in many years i 
Germany occurred at the Rethe4 cine. 
ebout three miles from this place. 


There was a heavy explosion in the 
mine and almost immediately the mine 
took fire. Of 380 miners working un- 
derground at the time only six escaped 
without injury. Thirty-five were taken 
out badly injured and thirty-seven were 
dead when brought to the mouth of the 
pit. The remaining 302 have been 
given up for lost. 

The explosion, which was unusually 
violent, destroyed one of the shafts, 
which had to be partly repaired before 
the rescue work was begun. In addi- 
tion the flames and smoke proved al 
most insurmountable obstacles in the 
early efforts of the rescuing parties. 

A special corps, composed the 
men who rendered such valuable aid 
in the terrible mine disaster at Cour- 
rieres, France, in March of 1906,  ar- 
rived upon the scene shortly before 
noon, but were unable to enter the mine, 
heing forced to await the result of the 
determined efforts of the firemen to 
keep the flames in check. 

In the meantime heartrending scenes 
were being enacted at the mine when 
the dead and wounded were brought 
to the surface, and there were similar 
seenes in the town when the injured 
were transported through the streets 
to the hospitals. The fire made great 
headway and after a consultation of 
the engineers it was decided that any 
further attempts to rescue the = en- 
tembed men were vain, owing to the im- 
possibility of entering the galleries. At 
the same time an order was issued to 
flood the mine.

No official con- 
firmation of either event can be had. 

Mystery envelops the condition of af- 
fairs in the palace, and rumors of foul 
play are circulating among the people. 

It is stated that no declaration of the 
emperor’s death will be made until 
the successor to the throne has been 
declared. The immediate successor is 
Prince Chunn, brother of the emperor. 

The dramatic occurrences of yester- 
day, if the reports that the emperor is 
dead and the dowager empress dying 
are correct, draw attention to two 
striking figures in current history, the 
weakling Emperor of China, dominated | 
all his life long by a stern woman who 
usurped his power and his position, and 
the dowager empress herself, a woman 
of sanguinary record, relentless, cruel 
and ambitious, w 


ose demise renders 
impossible the f ment of the in- 
trigues of her old age still to reign over 
China after the death of Kuang-Hsu. 
Both the emperor and the dowagcer 
empress represent two Manchu rulers, 
one nominal! and the other actual, whose 
dynasty has endured for twelve gen- 
erations. But unless the edicts of yes- 
terday should be reversed, the dynasty 
will be continued in the person of Pring 
Chunn, a brother of the emperor, a 
the prince’s 3-year-old son, Pu Wei. 
The dowage I has ruled the 
empire with a wi ’ jron. The em- 
peror, the cor it nent 
have bowed down to her and she has 
kept the matter the succession to 
the throne entiré in her own hands 
for the purpose of ng able to dictate 


who should succeed to nom

PILGRIM MONUMENT. 


The East Milton granite sheds of 
Maguire & O’Heron are to be a busy 
place this winter, for in them will 
be cut a large part of the stone which 
will be used to complete the Pilgrim 
monument at Provincetown. The firm 
has been at work all summer on the 
great granite shaft but work will now 
have to be discontinued for the winter 
on account of the frost and high 
winds. 

At the present time 


the granite 


shaft, which is to rise 250 feet into 
the sky from the tip end of Cape Cod, 
stands more than 150 feet high and 
when ‘work is stopped it is ex- 
pected that 160 feet will havé been 
completed. The monument is 27 feet 


square on the outside at the base and 
23 feet square at the point where 
work is now progressing. The inter- 
ior well is 17 feet square. Some of 
the work to be done in East Milton 
this winter will include carving of 
pieces of stone which are to be used 
in the bell tower at the top, and it is 
thought that by spring all the stone 
will be ready so that the contractors 
can have the outer wall topped out 
by August. It will then take two 
months to finish the interior stairway 
and some time to build the terrace, 
which it is intended to place around 
the monument at its base. | 
The shaft is of Deer Island granite | 
and at its present height can be seen 
thirty miles away. In the interior 
Maguire & O’Heron are setting the 
stones given by different towns, 
cities and associations and about 100 
have already been put in place at 
levels where they can easily be seen. 
Quincy and Milton contributed stones 
by popular subscription. 
“The monument itself will cost about 
$84,000 and that amount is available, 
but to build the terrace around the 
base about $5000 more will be needed. 
This terrace is deemed necessary In 
order to give a proper approach to the 
monument and to give the surround- 
ings a finished appearance. The or- 
ganization which has charge of the 
funds is the Pilgrim Memorial associ- 
ation, of which Captain J. Henry Sears 
of Provincetown is president, and 
oward@ F. Hopkins of Brewster, 
freasurer.—Milton Record.

The undefeated Fall River Rovers 
came to Quincy on Saturday to play 
the soccer team of the Fore River. 
These two teams always play a close 
game and Saturday’s contest was no 
exception. In the first game of the 
season, their game ended in a draw, 
and on Saturday the result was the 
same, each side having two goals to 
its credit. 

The game started off with a rush 
and after the first few minutes of play 
everyone knew that a hot contest was 
in store. The ball was booted and 
passed up and down the 
field, some excellent team work be- 
ing shown. The play was fast and 
exciting, but there was no unneces- 


sary roughness. 
The local team was the first to 
score and they broke the ice after 


about ten minutes play. The ball 
was taken down the field on a series 
of passes and finally landed in front 
of the goal. From here Holiday made 
a skillful shot, the pigskin was lodged 
safely in the net, and Fore River was 
in the lead 1-0. 

This score encouraged the home 
team to get more and made the Rovers 
determined to stop them. However 
the ball was again, by superior team 
work, taken to within striking dis- 


tance of the goal by the Fore River 
forwards and Carruthers on a well- 
placed kick sent the ball through 
just out of the reach of the _ goal 
tender. 

By the way, this Moorehead, the

WOULD UNITE CLYIC CLUBS, 
Edward K. Summerwell of New 
York, read a paper on “A new Type of 


Club Life.” In the course of it he 
said: 
“My purpose is to make a special 


plea tor a new and better type of club 
life. Local clubs or societies are the 
mainspring of civic activity. They 
are the media through which the plans 
of the great national bodies reach the 
mass of our people. Through them 
charity in all its forms is dispensed 
and civic interest is nurtured and 
maintained. To them we are indebted 
for the working out of our most not- 
able reforms. Yet, in some important 
respects, they are structurally un- 
sound, and they usually fall far short 
of attaining the best results. in near- 
ly every community we have a num- 
ber of clubs. They embrace a wide 
variety of objects, but usually tend 
toward social and civic betterment in 
one form or another. Among them 
may be named charity bureaus, civic 
study clubs, improvement societies, 
sett?ement clubs, university extensions 
and the wide range of women's clubs. 
Membership is usually confined to one 
sex, and the clubs are usually built 
around a single idea or have been or- 
ganized for specific work. The result 
is the maintenance of a large number 
of small, weak clubs, each struggling 
along with inadequate membership 
and wasting time in fruitless efforts 
to increase the membership and raise 
the funds necessary for the specific 
work in hand. 

“The waste of valuable time in con- 
ducting the work of sueh societies is 


appalling. Each requires its full 
quota of officers, governing boards 
and committees. Each meeting con- 
sumes an entire afternoon or even- 


ing, often with meagre results, where- 
as the actual work could readily be 
accomplished in a short time and the 
residue devoted to other work. Upon 
the plan I propose several “sections” 
will meet concurrently, thus utilizing 
the time and attaining the maximum 
results. One of the worst features of 
the present plan is the division of in- 
terest between the male and female 
members of a family. All are really 
intent upon the same good work. 
Nothing occurs at these meetings in 
which all could not properly partici- 
pate. The great defect in the pres- 
ent system is the lack of coordination. 
Clubs often overlap and trench upon 


each other, engendering jealousies 
and bickerings. Thus time, money 


and efforts are wasted, and the public 
interest weaned away from meritor- 
ious causes, merely for lack of a sys- 
tem under which these forces may be 
properly directed. 


“My idea is that the small local 
clubs should be coordinated and 
strengthened through the formation 


of a strong central body in each com- 
munity. This should be a large, popu- 
lar club, embracing men and women, 
old and young, of all creeds and be- 
liefs. It should be non-sectarian and 
non-political. It should embrace the 
best features of existing social and 
civic clubs, but should relegate the 
details to proper sections or depart- 
ments, so arranged as to deal effec- 
tively with specific subjects, merged 
in or affiliated with the main body. 
Members of the main body should be 
entitled to become members of the 
sections merely by registering their 
names therein or upon compliance 
with certain simple requisites, and 
they should be allowed to resign from 
one section and join another at will, 
without affecting their membership in 
the main body. The plan of dividing 
the general work which good citizens 
are interested in in one form or an- 
other into appropriate sections, which 
one may enter or leave as conditions 
may require, offers a means of en- 
listing an increased interest in this 
work.”—Boston Transcript.

Tells Story of How the Stand-

Rockefeller was a 
witness for the defense for more than 
two hours in the suit to dissolve the 
Standard Oil company, which is being 
prosecuted by the United States govern 
ment, and his appearance at the hear 
ings before Referee Ferris brought 
large crowd to the customs building. 
The once-active head of the big oil 
combine was surrounded by an impos 
ing circle of counsel, and when he be 
gab his testimony he gazed complacent 
ly upon a swarm of hewspaper men, 
close behind whom pressed a throng of 
people. Rockefeller appeared at com 
plete ease and when John G. Milburn, 
of counsel for the company, propound- 
ed his first question the witness spoke 
as if he desired the most distant spee 
tator in Then, in a 
manner that indicated pleasure at what 
he was about to tell, Rockefeller de 
scribed his beginning in the oil busi 
ness and how, under adverse conditions, 
that business grew to the proportions 
of the Standard Oil company of Ohio, 
with its capitalization of $1,000,000. 
Mr. Rockefefler’s eyes kindled in re- 
flecting on that early financial organ- 
ization and, speaking of its $1,000,000 
capitalization with almost boyish en- 
thusiasm, he said: “It seemed very 
large to us, who began with only $4000 
in 1862." 
Indeed, the proceedings lost in a 
sense their judicial aspect because of

price than anyone else. 
“This testimony here today brings 


back to my mind so clearly early days 
ir. Cleveland, where we were all friends 
and neighbors together. How well I 
remember that day in Cleveland when 
{ went into the bank of T. P. Handy, 
who afterwards became one of my 
dearest friends. I wanted to borrow 
money, but I didn’t have any collateral 
nor anyone to endorse my note. I told 
him what I wanted to do with it and 
then he asked me how much I wanted 
‘l neefl $2000,’ I said, and I got it. ‘To 
that loan I attribute whatever success 
I have had in life since.” 

The development of Rockefeller’s 
testimony, which carried him to the or- 
ganization of the Standard Oil company 
of Ohio, indicates that one of the lines 
of the defense will be that the Stand- 
ard Oil company is not the result of an 
aggressive policy to obtain a mastery 
of the oil trade, as charged, but rather 
the natural outcome of the exigencies 
of the ofl industry.

Charitable 
Society 
Encouraging 
Reports 


On Dec. 17, 1907 the Quincy Chari- 
table Society entered upon the seven- 
ty-first consecutive year of its work 
among those needing its assistance 
and sympathy, with the following as 
officers and directors: President, Rev. 
Ellery Channing Butler; vice presi- 
dent, Mr. Frederick ‘W. Plummer; 
secretary, Mrs. Thomas A. Addison; 
treasurer, Mrs. Helen Bass; directors, 
Mrs. E. Granville Pratt, Mrs. Arthur 
Mitchell, Mrs. Frederick Jones, Mrs. 
Robert Teasdale, Mrs. Frederick C. 
Peirce, ‘Miss Gertrude Sampson and 
Mrs. ‘Thomas Fenno. 

The present membership of the so- 
ciety is one hundred and forty-one, 
and the executive board is composed 
of the eleven as enumerated. During 
the year six meetings of the executive 
board have been held. At these meet- 
ings all the routine work of the society 
was gone over, and questions relat- 
ing to its objects, and purposes dis- 
cussed, The following votes pertain- 
ing to the work of the organization 
were also passed. December 17, 1907. 

To retain the service of Mrs. Arthur 
L. Mitchell as director in Ward 3 her 
knowledge of the work and personal 
influence with our pensioners of God, 
making her priceless, and most valu- 
able to the management. 

That the meeting of the officers and 
directors, be held at the residence of 
the vice president, Mr. Frederick W. 
Plummer. 

That the secretary draw resolutions, 
thanking the retiring president, Rev. 
Edward Norton for his efficient, and 
zealous services; for the society, and 
report the same, at the next meeting. 

t meeting held Jan. 20, 1908 it 
was voted that the meetings of the ex- 
ecutive board be held the first Thurs- 
day of each month. 

The secretary reported resolutions 
in favor of Rev. Edward Norton, and 
the same were accepted and _ voted 
that a copy be sent to Mr. Norton and 
incorporated in the minutes. At meet- 
ing held Feb. 17th 1908 it was voted 
that Miss Amey Newcomb be elected 
to substitute as a director for Miss 
Sampson until such time as Miss 
Sampson would be able to resume her 
duties. 

At meeting March 5, 1908, Mrs. 
Fenno, Mrs. Pratt, with Mrs. Addison, 
were invited to represent the Quincy 
Charitable society, in their wards, at 
the Conference of Charity Workers, a 
new organization in Quincy. 

A report was made concerning a 
family, by the directors of Ward 4. 
It was an especially pitiable story and 
interest and sympathy were at once 
enlisted. Three of the managing board 
were appointed to take charge of the 
case. The committee at once took up 
their work. It was a household of 
five in number, father, mother, and 
three little folks, their children. The 
father had been stricken with an in- 
curable illness. It was in its incipient 
stage. Because of the infectious 
character of the father’s malady, the 
mother who was of sufficient power, 
and resources to obtain a living for 
the family was prohibited from so do- 
ing. They expressing a strong de- 
sire to return to their native land, 
clothing and necessary articles being 
obtained for them through one of the 
circles of the Bethany King’s Daugh- 
ters, tickets were purchased by this 
society and they were accompanied 
to the steamer on which they sailed. 
A communication was afterwards re- 
ceived, stating that they had arrived 
safely at their home in England, ex- 
pressing the greatest gratitude, and 
thanks, for what the societies had 
done for them. The following sum- 
mer he died leaving his family with 
their own kin. 

During the whole year, the work of 
the society has been carried on in ac- 
eordance with its purposes and in 
keeping with the principles _ and 
theory upon which it is based. Forty- 
five families have been visited, and as- 
sisted, and made to feel the benefits of 
the organization. While the work 
which has hitherto been accomplishe d 
has been done in an unostentatious 
manner, it has been at the same time 
effective, and that is the primary ob- 
ject of the society. In this method, 
the officers and directors, have re- 
ceived and deserve much praise, as 
well for the interest, and enthusiasm 
which they have manifested through- 
out the year, as for the effectual re- 
sult, which they have obtained.

Smoke Talk 


A Republican rally was held Thurs- 
day evening in Sandberg’s hall, West 
Quincy, under the auspices of 
Ward Four committee.

Mr. Stone spoke about the increase 
in valuation and said he would do all 
in his power to bring about a change. 
He said he intended to carry on a 


clean campaign, and had no fault to, 


find with the present administration. 

A campaign committee was formed, 
consisting of about 50 Ward Four men. 
This committee is to look after the 
affairs of Mr. Stone in that ward. 

Refreshments, consisting of coffee 
and sandwiches, were served and 
cigars were passed. 


WOLLASTON’S SLOGAN, 


Editor of Ledger: 

Do you know what is to be Wollas- 
ton’s slogan in the approaching 
municipal election? It is two regular 
night police officers and a permanent 
day officer. Forebearance has ceased 
to be a virtue and we have reached 
the limit of our endurance. It would 
be farcical if there were not a possible 
tragedy in the spectacle of one night 
officer spreading himself over Wollas- 
ton! It is not an impossibility that 
the robbery of Rev. Mr. Webber's 
house will be repeated over and 
over again. lv’s an easy 
thing to know when our one, sole, in- 
dividual, only night officer is 
patroling one part of the town for any 
one man or a gang to get in their 
work the other side of Wollaston. 
The writer is no alarmist, but he has 
it from police authority that it is 
feared the yeggmen who robbed and 
did not stop short of murder on the 
north side of Boston may leave for 
pastures new and visit our section. 
And what an easy mark Wollaston 
now is! 

Within a month suspicious charac- 
ters have been prowling around our 
town. In the first instance those who 
knew of it kept lights burning at 
night; and in addition I was compelled 
to take in for the night, for possible 
protection my next door neighbors, two 
ladies, the man of the house being ab- 
sent. Last Monday a_ suspicious 
character was in evidence on Newport 
avenue all day long. I know that 
some of our merchants were alarmed 
as he was evidently taking notes. And 
some of them warned their customers. 
If we had a day policeman the fellow 
would have been run in by afternoon 
sized up and hustled out of town. 
There is hardly a town which is left 
so utterly unprotected as Wollaston 
in the day time, as so many of us 
leave home in the morning to return 
at night. My own house has. been 
robbed in the daytime. And it is not 
uncommon for my wife to report a 
call from some undesirable specimen 
of humanity during the day. 

Now it is up to the next Council to 
pass an appropriation for three police 
officers, permanent, for ‘Wollaston. 
Mayor Shea last September said to a 
committee who asked for more police 


protection, in Wollaston, that the 
question admitted of no argument. 
And then because our ladies were 


nervous because of several breaks at 
night he exerted himself to the ut- 
most and sent an additional night 
officer who has now left us because 
Mayor Shea’s contingent fund would 
not admit of further payments on 
this account. What will Mr. Freeman 
and his colleague do for us? What 
will the Councilmen at large who also 
ask for our votes, do for us when the 
appropriation bill comes up? Mayor 
Shea is already on record as anxious 
that Wollaston should be sufficiently 
protected. So far as the writer can 
learn the only issue before us at the 
coming City election is the choice of 
men who will (and they can if they 
will give us three permanent police 
officers. Rubens.

LAST MOMENTS 
ARE DESCRIBED 


Emperor and Dowager Empress 
of China Not Poisoned 


FOREIGN DOCTORS REJECTED 


Final Iliness of ‘‘Terrible Woman"’ 


Dated From First of Month, When 
She Terrified Court by Outbursts 
of Uncontrolled Temper=*inhuman 
Formality and Etiquette of Centu- 
ries Fuily Adhered To 


Pekin, Noy. 20.—Accurate informa- 
tion concerning the last days of the 
emperor and the dowager empress has 
just been obtained from officials of the 
palace. The various foreign legations, 
in attempting to determine the causes 
of the death of the emperor and the 
dowager empress, have abandoned the 
poison theory and have concluded that 
the symptoms of the emperor indicate 
that death resulted from neurasthenia 
and cardiac weakness, with other com- 
plicatious. The foreigu board denies 
the rumors that either of their majes- 
ties was pvisoned. 

It has been learned that when the 
members of the foreign legations were 
lust received in audience they took with 
them to the palace foreign physicians, 
with the idea of discovering whut 
malady it was from which the emperor 
suffered. They were unsuccessful. 

The emperor made a speech less than 
cne hour before his death. He passed 
away during the greatest excitement 
and confusion. His native physicians 
had been temporarily dismissed, under 
the impression that there was no change 
iu the condition of the emperor, and 
that he might live for some time. 
There was a sudden turn for the worse, 
however, and they were quickly re 
called. They at once gave orders, in ac- 
cordance with a custom of the imperial 
family observed for centuries past, 
that the emperor be dressed for death 
and that imperial yellow clay be spread 
over the road leading from the winter 
palace to the Forbidden City. At the 
same time an imperial conveyance was 
made ready to convey the dowager em- 
press to the death chamber. 

The last illness of the dowager em- 
press dated from Nov. 1. On that day 
the court was terrified by an outburst 
of uncontrolled temper by her. On Novy. 
12 she suffered a paralytic stroke up- 
on being informed of the precarious 
eondition of the emperor. On Noy. 13 
Lrince Ching returned from her mauso- 
leum in the eastern hills, whither she 
had sent him to make a religious offer- 
ing In the hope of propitiating the ghost 
that in her dreams had beckoned her 
to follow him out to these hills. 

An official of high standing says that 
the empress died of apoplexy and that 
she was able to talk and did talk up to 
within a few hours of passing away. 
Both the emperor and empress awaited 
the coming of the grim reaper clad In 
their full official robes and surrounded 
by hundreds of court officials and fol- 
lewers. If was a barbarous exhibition 
of the soulless and inhuman formality 
and etiquette of the court. 

On the night of Nov. 13 the dowuger 
empress called the members of the 
grand council together and talked with 
them for some time. She was lying 
prone, but fully dressed. After one 
hour’s consultation the councillors were 
dismissed, but they were told to return 
at 2 o’clock in the morning with the 
edicts prepared to announce the suc- 
cession to the throne. She was able to 
signify her assent to these particular 
edicts, but {immediately after having 
done this she declared: “I can bear no 
more,” and relapsed into unconscious- 
ness. 

The emperor and the dowager em- 
press were dead or moribund when the 
regency edicts were issued. 

As soon as it was actually known 
throughout the palace that their majes- 
ties were dead a condition of panic en- 
sued. The widow of Tung Chiattempt- 
ed to commit suicide because she per- 
ceived she would not be made dowager 
empress. There was an outbreak of 
wailing and general pandemonium 
such as accompanied the giving of the 
erder that their majesties should be 
clad in their imperial robes for death. 
Many of the palace eunuchs fled, carry- 
ing with them such valuables as they 
could lay their hands on. Dowager 
Empress Yehonala was one of the few 
who retained her presence of mind.

1t is hoped 
that every city and town will do its 
part toward placing our state in the 
lead in the great movement for giv- 
ing the children of the country 4 
chance for moral development under 
the conditions of modern life. It will 
be noted on reading the law that 
municipalities do not satisfy the pro- 
visions of the act unless they not 
only possess the required number of 
playgrounds, but also have those play- 
grounds conveniently located. and of 
suitable size and equipment for the 
physical education and recreation of 
the minors of such city or town, The 
act contemplates giving all the chil- 
dren a chance, girls as well as boys, 
small children as well as large, This 
requirement is not satisfied by a com- 
mon or ball field alone, or by a play- 
ground on the outskirts of the town. 
it includes suitable provision for every 
class of children and conveniently 
accessible to them. Most cities have 
already done something in the way of 
providing playgrounds; some have 
done a great deal. But the present 
question is making provision that shall 
be at least approximately commen- 
surate with the need.”

“First—That it is advisable for new

“Third-—That should the experiment 
succeed, protection becomes unneces

New York, Nov. 23.—The lives of 


more than 500 persons were imperilled 
when the fruit steamer Admiral Dewey, 
rin into 
the steamer Mount Desert, outward 
bound for the fishing banks. The Ad- 
miral Dewey, coming suddenly out of a! 
fog bank, struck the Mount Desert al- 
most amidships, opening a gap in the 
fishing vessel which extended from 
the upper decks to the water's edge. 
There were 450 passengers, including 
twenty women and six children, on the 
Mount Desert, and the Admiral Dewey 

carried forty-tive passengers. 

Panic immediately followed the 
collision and it was due to Captain 
Davidson of the Admiral Dewey that 
a catastrophe was averted, for the 
passengers on the fishing steamer be 

gan piling over the guard rails of that 
vessel and jumped to the deck of the 
Admiral Dewey. Had he backed his 
steamer away they would have fallen 
into the water. 

Captain Davidson signalled the en- 
gine room te keep the steamer moving 
slowly ahead and th.. kept the sharp 
prow of the steamer in the rent that 


| had been made and afforded safety for

the frightened passengers of the Mount 
Desert. Thus the two steamers moved 
slowly toward the east bank of the 
lower bay, while a wild scene was oc- 
curing on the decks. 

It was believed that the Mount 
Desert would sink, and the passengers 
fought frantically to get to the deck 
of the Admiral Dewey. Many of the 
women on the fishing steamer fainted. 
The children ran about the deck crying, 
and men battled with each other to 
reach the steamer’s deck. Above the 
vproar could be heard the voices of 

Captain Davidson of the Admiral Dew- 

ey and Captain Beebe of the Mount 
Desert, assuring the terror-stricken 
reople that there was no danger. 

A number of persons were slightly 
injured in the stampede. Men and 
women crowded over the guard rails so 
rapidly that they trampled upon each 
other. Captain Hayes and Lieutenant 
Belton of the city police department 
were passengers on the Admiral Dewey 
end it was largely due to them that no 
one was seriously injured. Belton res- 
cued one woman who had been pushed 
from the deck of the Mount Desert 
and was hanging by one hand to the 
shattered guard rail of the Mount 
Desert, and he and Hayes stood at the 
prow of the Admiral Dewey and pulled 
the men and women to safety as they 
swarmed on the deck. 

In a brief fifteen minutes fully 350 of 
the passengers of the Mount Desert 
reached the deck of the AdmiralDewey. 
By this time the Admiral Dewey had 
pushed the Mount Desert close to the 

east bank. The former drew more wa- 
ter and Davidson discovered that his 
steamer was striking bottom. 

Nearly all the passengers of the 
Mount Desert had been transferred and 
the panic was subsiding, so sa + 
signalled to the engines to stop, and : 
few minutes later the boats arifted 
apart. 

Wrecking tugs and other boats had 
been dispatched to the scene as soon 
as word of the accident reached quar- 
antine and then New York. The Mount 
Desert was taken in tow, but later 
went under her own steam to South 
Brooklyn, where she docked to permit 
the rest of the passengers to go ashore. 
She then went to a drydock for repairs. 

Meantime the Admiral Dewey  pro- 
ceeded through the Narrows and up the 
river to her pier, where the passengers, 
including those from the Mount Desert, 
were landed. The Admiral Dewey is 
in the service of the United Fruit com- 
pany. 


Taft’s Turkey Executed 

Westerly, R. I., Nov. 23.—The Rhode 
Island turkey which Horace Vose will 
send to the president, according to his 
annual custom, to grace the table of 
the White House on Thanksgiving day, 
went on the execution block yesterday 
and was shipped to Washington today. 
The bird weighs twenty-six pounds. 
President Grant was the first occupant 
of the White House to receive a 
Thanksgiving turkey from the Vose 
flocks, and each year since then the gift 
has been renewed.

ARE GHOSTS UNHAPPY? 


While doubting the existence of 
ghosts, Professor G. Stanley Hall, of 
Clark University, the institution which 
recently offered a cash prize for the 
capture Dr authentic proof of the ex- 
istence of a spook, has startled tele- 
and investigators generally 
by announcing that if ghosts do exist 
they are undoubtedly unhappy—what 
Huck Finn would call a “poor lot.” 
After investigating hundreds of cases, 
Dr. Hall is more than ever uncon- 
vinced of the existence of ghosts and 
in an explanation of his attitude which 
he contributes to Appleton’s maga- 
zine cites his reasons for his position. 
“No ghost was ever seen to do or say 
anything important,” he says, “but all 
their reputed acts and owrds are so 
trivial as to initimate that such a life 
as they lead must be boresome.” 

The president of the ghost-seeking 
university, in answer to the asser- 
tions of persons who declare that they 
have seen ghosts, makes the novel re- 
tort that plenty of persons who have 
been struck on the head have seen 
sparks, without the sparks being in 
way real. “Till comparatively 
recently,” says he, “the whole world 
believed that the sun went around the 
earth, but this concensus does not add 
an iota to the probability that it ever 
did so.” ¢ 

“Likewise,” says the University 
president, “it is not logical to believe 
that ghosts exisf simply because some 
people believe in them. The list of 
once universal superstitions is a long 
one, but it does not prove anything. 
It is hard to realize that our intimate 
friends, especially if they died sud- 
denly and afar off, so that we did not 
see the corpse or the interment, are 
really dead, and this has a good deal 
to do with cases of those supposed to 
return to earth.” The chief result 
of years of investigation, however, 
leads Dr. Hall to conclude that by 
their manifestations, even if such 
manifestations be accepted, ghosts 
must be a sorrowful lot, a statement

In a studied speech he pointed out 
the comparative ease with which Ger- 
many could land an army on the shores 
of England. Under the present condi- 
tions England would be forced, he said, 
te submit to most humiliating demands. 
He disclaimed all hostility to or fear of 
, Germany, but he declared that the de- 
'fense of the islands required immedi- 
j ate attenton. There should be an army 
Iso strong in numbers and efficient in 

quality that the most formidable of 

foreign nations would hesitate to make 
la landing in England. 

He had ascertained, the speaker 
‘continued, that vessels capable of ac- 
commodating 200,000 men were always | 
available in the northern ports of Ger- 
Inany and that, as u result of the new 
German service law, 200,000 men could 
be collected in the districts of the near- | 
est port without any troulie. The 
great German steamship lines were in 
constant practice in embarking and | 
disembarking and as the railroads were 
owned by the state, all preliminaries, 
up to the dispatch of troops, could be | 
earried out with the utmost secrecy, | 

“It would be folly,” declared Rob- 
erts, “to shut our eyes to these possi | 
bilities, however much peace is desired. 

The startling events in the Near Fast 
have brought home to the most careless | 
observer that nothing could save that 
country which fs not prepared to pro- 
tect Itself. If Great Britain continues 
te neglect the most ordinary precau- 
tions she may some day find herself in 
the hands of the invader and forced 
to submit to the most humiliating con- 
ditions. 

“Ths danger fs daily becoming more 
threatening. Within a decade Germany 
has created the greatest power |, 
that ever existed, except Great Brit- 
ain’s, and at the present moment it is 
formidable. Measures are being taken 
to increase that power. It is calculated 
that there are 80,000 Germans in em- 
ployment in Great Britain. They are 
trained soldiers and if a German force 
once landed on these shores they would 
be ready to help.” 

Lord Roberts contended that it was 
not absolutely essential for a nation to 
command the sea in order to carry out 
an invasion. A temporary local com- 
mand would suffice, and this was per- 
fectly understood in Germany. ro 
main temptation to the invasion 
Great Britain was the want of a mee 
army which ought to consist of a mil- 
lion men. Across the narrow sea were 
sixty million Germans, who. by perse- 
verance, industry, sound education and 
military training, had made them- 
selves a great nation. They required 
outlets for their commerce and popula- 
tion. 

Lord Roberts’ speech caused a sensa- 
tion in the house. The Ear! of Crewe 
remarked on the seriousness of such 
statements in the present high-strung 
condition of Europe's nerves, saying 
he feared there might be regrettable 
consequences, 

Lord Roberts’ resolution to the ef 
fect that “the defense of the fuse 
necessitates the Immediate attention of 
the government to make provision for 
such a strong and efficient army that 
the most formidable foreign nation will 
hesitate before making an attempt at 
landing" was adopted by a vote of 
74 to 32.

When subpoenas were served a few 
days ago on John D. Rockefeller, Will- 
jai Rockefeller and John D. Archbold, 
the lawyers who are prosecuting the 
governinent’s case against the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey wondered 
what the real significance of that move 
wus. Now they know. 

The signiticance. so far as John D 
Rockefeller concerned, was eX: 
plained on Friday, for on that day, 
during the cross-examination of Rocke- 
feller by Kellogg, the immunity idea 
was suggested by John G. Milburn of 
counsel for the Standard Oi! company 

Since then the lawyers who are op- 
posed to the Standard have come to 
the conclusion that William Rockefel- 
ier and John D. Archbold were served 
with subpoenas so as to open the ways 
for immunity for them. Lawyers who 
have taken an interest {n the case say 
it is likely that Kellogg will not de- 
part from the method of cross-examina- 
tion he adopted on Friday, when he led 
Rockefeller over new ground, which 
had been carefully avoided in his di- 
rect exam{nation. They think that 
Kellogg knew very well what ques- 
tions would be brought to issue should 
he depart from the beaten track of 
usual cross-examination. They say he 
was prepared for the objection that 
Milburn made when the new territory 
was reached and Milburn announced 
that Rockefeller was no longer a wit- 
ness for the defense, but was a witness 
for the government. 

The Standard Oil company lawyers 
will not discuss the immunity phase of 
the The only expression made 
was that by Milburn, when he was 
asked if his turning Rockefeller over 
to the government was not a direct ef- 
fort to save him from criminal prosecu- 
tion by the immunity bath. “You have 
hit the nail on the head.” said Milburn 
“That is right. Wehave done that.” 

From other sources it is learned that 
Rockefeller was called to the witness 
stand for no other reason than to pave 
the way for an immunity fight. Those 
who are closely identified with the 
ease say it Is likely that Archbold, who 
will follow Rockefeller to the witness 
stand, will take up the history of Stand- 
ard Oil where Rockefeller left off and 
carry it from 1879 down to date. Will- 
fam Rockefeller, who is expected to fol- 
lew Archbold on the stand, may help 
out on some of the recent history. 

After adjournment last night Rocke- 
feller told an inquiring andience of re- 
porters that there were better things 
In the world than making money, and 
since 1891 he bad been gradually retir- 
img from business. He added: “There 
is more important work than making 
money and there is much for me to do.

In.connection with the, biographical 
sketch of Governor Curtis Guild, the 
Massachusetts Magazine reproduces 
the following fine eulogium to the 
State of Masachusetts by the Gov- 
ernor: 

If you seek the monuments to the 
Bay State’s enterprise do not look 
behind you, look around you. Eu- 
ropean authorities admit that France 
alone compares with Masachusetts in 
the excellence of her State highways. 
Buda-Pesth was the first city in the 
world to use a subway for the relief 
of street traffic. Boston was the sec- 
ond and New York followed. The 
tunnel under Boston harbor is_ the 
first submarine tunnel ever built in 
the United States for the rapid trans- 
it of street passengers. Only the 
great dam of the Nile at Assouan ex- 
ceeds; no other dam yet built equals 
in extent the huge Metropolitan Wa- 
ter Works dam near Clinton.

Not one contractor 
engaged in their construction has 
been asked for a cent by the political 
party in control of this Common- 
wealth; not one man who has used 
pick or shovel has had his politics 
controlled or questioned. 

As she 
was first at Lexington and Concord, 
so has she been at El Caney and San- 
tiago. As she voiced the National 
protest against ‘the slavery of the 
black man in the cotton field, so she 
voices the National protest against 
the slavery of the white child in the 
cotton factory. As Massachusetts’ 
ideals incarnated in the schools of 
Horace Mann spread universal edu- 
cation through the country, so now 
do Massachusetts’ ideals through an 
organization born in Boston seek to 
spread universal peace ‘throughout 
the world. 

“Such is the home we open to you; 
such is Massachusetts. She seeks no 
eulogy. She needs no apology.”

BALLOONING. 


It Is a Safe and Simple Sport, but Not 
a Cheap One. 

The only peril in a balloon ascension 
in such good weather as careful aero- 
nauts choose for a voyage is in alight- 
ing, and in a well ordered expedition, 
where all the passengers keep cool and 
cling to the car, there is no danger at 
all. 

Even if the wind is blowing hard 
the strong, elastic, woven willow bas- 
ket takes up the danger part of the 
shock. One of these baskets ought to 
yield up its passengers unhurt from a 
landing in a wind blowing fifty miles 
an hour. 

Ballooning under moderately favor- 
able circumstances is a safe and sim- 
| ple sport. It is not, comparatively 
| speaking, a cheap amusement. An as- 
} cent, including the cost of gas, expense 
of a pilot and transportation of passen- 
gers and balloon home, costs in this 
country from $35 to $75 a passenger. 
It is less in France. From Paris you 
can make an ascension for about a 
hundred francs. 

The fare home is a very variable ex- 
| pense. Nothing is more uncertain than 
| the spot where yqu will land. Of 
| course it is easy to descend whenever 
you like. You may limit your flight to 
a couple of hours.—Albert White Vorse 
in Success Magazine.

Island's Acid Waters 

Eat Up Boats. 

A strange lake exists in the center 
ef Sulphur island, off New Zealand. 
It is fifty acres in extent, about twelve 
feet in depth and fifteen feet above the 
level of the sea. 

The most remarkable characteristic 
of this lake is that the water contains 
Yast quantities of bydrochlorie and sul- 
phuric acids hissing and bubbling at a 
temperature of 110 degrees F. 

The dark green colored water looks 
particularly uninviting. Dense clouds 
ef sulphuric fumes constantly roll off 
this boiling caldron, and care has to be 
exercised in approaching this lake to 
avoid the risk of suffocation. On the 
opposite side of the lake may be seen 
the tremendous blowholes, which when 
in full blast present an awe inspiring 
eight. 

The roar of the steam as it rushes 
forth into the air is deafening, and 
eften huge bowlders and stones are 
hurled out to a height of several hun- 
dred feet by the various internal forces 
ef nature. 

‘A boat can be launched on the lake 
and if proper care be observed the very 
edges of the blowholes may be safely 
explored. 

Some idea of the strength of the acid 
eaturated water of this lake may be 
gathered from the fact that a boat al- 
most dropped to pieces after all the 
passengers had been landed, as the 
rivets had corroded under the influence 
ef the acids.

Islands In New York City.

Staten Is- 
land in itself would make a good sized 
city. Some of the other islands, of 
course, are hardly more than specks, 
but they belong to New York city just 
the same.” 


The Darkest Hour. 

The proverb which tells us that “the 
darkest hour is that before dawn” is 
inaccurate, for light increases in the 
morning as gradually as it decreases 
in the evening. The saying should be 
“the coldest hour,” etc., which is per- 
fectly true and is owing to causes 
connected with the deposit of dew. 
Hoarfrosts, too, usually take place 
just before daylight and are an addi- 
tional cause of the peculiar chilliness 
ef this time.—London Scraps.

OLD TIME PRICES. 


Glimpse of the Days When Living Was 
Cheap In England. 

Old time hotel rates in England were 

low. For instance, in the days of 


| Queen Elizabeth the charge at the 


George inn for a feather bed per 
night was a penny. Dinner cost six- 
pence (12 cents) and offered choice of 
“beef, mutton or pigge or fish.” In 
Stuart times each room owned a name 
instead of a number, chiefly those of 
inn signs, such as the Cross Keys 
room, the Bell chamber, the Adam and 
Eve room, and so forth. 

Formerly the custom in important 
cities during festival times was to lim- 
it the price of food and lodging by 
statute. In Canterbury during the cel- 
ebration of the bicentenary of Becket’s 
translation (1372) the price of bread 
was fixed at two loaves for a penny 
(2 cents), a fairly high figure consid- 
ering the comparative value of money 
then and now, and wine brought 16 
cents a gallon. 

A century or so later the scale of 
prices in Edinburgh all the year round 
was equally moderate, sheep being sold 
at prices ranging from 12 cents to 20 
cents, according to quality, “best hens” 
at 1 cent each and Rochelle wine at 1 
cent a pint. Any vender departing 


| from these prices ran the risk of for- 


feiture of his g.ods.—Chicago News. 


QUEER CRABS. 


The Ingenious Manner In Which They 
Disguise Themselves. 

Some species of crabs disguise them- 
selves in an ingenious manner. They 
deliberately bite up seaweeds and 
plant them on their backs, very soon 
establishing a growth which harmo- 
nizes perfectly with the surroundings 
and deceives many an enemy. Should 
the weeds grow too vigorously the 
crab industriously prunes them with 
his claws and every now and then 
scrapes the whole lot off and starts a 
fresh garden on his roof, so to speak. 

The sponge crab behaves in a simi- 
lar manner, nipping off little bits of 
living sponge and sticking them on his 
back, where they grow vigorously. 
The same end is served as in the other 
case. It is very amusing to keep crabs 
of one or other of these kinds in an 
aquarium and deprive them of the 
usual means of concealment.
